Faraguayams Defeated In Another
Battle,

Rio JaAxriro, Oct. 26.—In spite of the stroug-
ous efforts of the Britlsh oMoious Secretary;
Mr., Uould, In bringlng about poace between
Lopez and Lhe allles, Lthe war goes on, and now
with better prospect of an early termination,

Viila del Filar, rcgotted in my last as proba-
bly abandoned by the allles, 16, on the contrary,
#iill held by them, and 15 Lo serve now us & basls
for new operatlons, which, If successfully car-
ried onl, will soon rlnoa the allles 1n Asunelon
und drive Presldent Lopez Lo the mountalng o
out ol the country. All preparations are belng
made by Lhe Bragillans Lo penestrats to the vory
eenlre of Pnrafun}' by this new route lenving
only a corps of observation In frontof Iiumalm,
and the deel w wateh the enemy from Curue

ity to Tuy-a-oue, and from this place o
umiltla,

For 1he present but little 18 known of this
new movewment, and the trmiy canlinnes osten-
elbly the besleglng operations around Hp-
mails, while the fleet keep up & bombardment,

The fightiog on the 24th ult,, reporfed in my
inst only » few minates before the Marmion left
for New York, resulted in a loss lo the Bra-
sllluns of five hundred men Aory de combat snd
part of Lhelr traln of provisions, smmunition
and cattle.
